’ A casual acqaintance with the re- 
sources of our State and neighboring 
territories has given us unbounded 


- faith in the success, financially, of all 


the transcontinental roads ever mapped 
out for us, should they be completed. 


So it is with surprise and regret that 


we see even a temporary suspension of 
work on any of them. In fact, we 
consider the blockade of the proposed 
Atlantic and Pacific and Atchison and 
Topeka public calamities. And this 
feeling is not from any desire to see a 
rival road to the one we have, or for 
competition or opposition, for we have 
little idea that if we had half a dozen 

roads that the management of them 
would be so suicidal as to benefit the 


_ public by rates destructive of their own 


interests. The hearts of railroad man- 
agers partake too much of the nature 
of the material their cars are run upon 
to justify a supposition of tenderness 
of that sort. The immense business 
that has naturally been created for the 
Southern Pacific as it has pregressed 
through Arizona and New Mexico, has 
justified the favorable opinien we had 
previously entertained for the success 
of a railroad across the arid plains .of 
our adjacent territories, and we are 
filly-impressed with the belief that an 
independent ficld as rich in business as 
that enjoyed by our present road lies 
along the proposed route of the Atlan- 
tic and Pacific, and it only waits the 
coming of the means for the transpor- 
tation of material, machinery and sup- 
‘plies, to give us a line of towns from 
Albuquerque to-Colton. much the supe- 
rior of anything existing in Southern 
Arizona. And these. towns could du- 
plicate our present market eastward, 
and so contributé to swell the volume 
of trade that is sure to make our city 
the second in inrportance on the Pa- 


‘cific coast. And we have no feelings

A good many farmers and county 
residents pay one of their heaviest taxes 
to the weather.

Live and Dead Weight. 


[From the Michigan Farmer.] 
Farmers frequently have occasion to 
sell turkeys by live weight, and wish to 
know what is the fair relative price be- 
tween' live and dead weight. In tur- 


keys for the New York market, where 
the blood and feathers only are removed 
the loss is very small. For other mar- 
kets the heads are taken off and the 
entrails are taken out. This makes a 
loss of nearly one-tenth in weight. A 
large gobler was recently killed weigh- 
ing 31% pounds. After bleeding and 
picking he weighed 29% pounds, or 
one-fifteenth. When ready for the spit 
he weighed 25% pounds, a loss of three 
and one-quarter pounds, which is near- 
ly one-tenth of the weight. When the 
markets require the New York style of 
dressing, the price is fifteen cents a 

ound, live weight, or less, if the labor 
of dressing is counted anything. In 
ythe other styles of dressing, if the price 
were twenty cents, the farmer could 
sell for eighteen cents or less, live 
weight, without loss. Farmers 
who have never tested the loss of 
weight in dressing often submit to the 
deduction of three or four cents a 
pound for the middlemen, who are in- 
terested in making this large differ- 
ence. 


Timber Pianting. 


To make timber plentiful and to ren- 
der our climate more genial we must re- 
clothe all rugged, broken land and rocky 
crests, in fact, every acre that is not 
cultivated at a loss, with valuable forest 
trees. 

First—All ravines and steep hill-sides, 
all land too rocky to be thoroughly 
cleared of stone and plowed. should be 
devoted to trees. 

Second—Protecting belts of timber 
should be planted wherever buildings, 
orchards, gardens, etc., are exposed to 
cold, sweeping winds. , 

Third— The banks of streams, ponds, 
open ditches, etc., should be so planted 
with trees that they will be protected 
from abrasion by floods and rapid cur- 


rents. 

Fourth—All public roads should be 
belted by graceful, stately trees. 

We should preserve, improve and ex- 
tend our existing forests by keeping up 
a constant succession or young growing 
trees of the best varieties. To do this 
it is nece 

First—To Side no stock to run in 
wood lots for the purpose of forage. 
This should be a rule inflexible and re- 
lentless. 

Second— Young growth in forests 
should be thinned moderately and judi- 
ciously. Worthless varieties should be 
cut out and the valuable sorts, should 
be trimmed up so that they will grow 
tall, forming trunk rather than branch- 
es. 

Third—Timber should be cut with in- 
telligent reference to future growth. 
Valuable trees that you wish to propa- 
gate should be cut in the Spring. Those 
that you wish to exterminate should be 
cut in August.

Professor Frank C. H. Van Buren, who 
has been paying Col. C. Scott, of Gua- 
joma, a visit of some weeks, returned to 
town yesterday on a matter of business, but 
leaves again in a few days for the same 
place. Being an expert assaycr, while down 
in San Diego he tested a great number of 
rocks and soils, etc., that he came across 
in his roamings on the hills which have 


proven of so much value that he is now in 
negotiation to purchase some of the tracts 
containing the mineral]s, one in particular 
being a large ledge of fine natural cement 
which he claims is equal to the best Ro- 
man or Portland cement now in use, the 
ingredients being so finely proportioned 
as to defy improvement.
